ets through the mails, tickets were sent 
by express to various purchasers in dif- 
ferent parts of the country.

reason they sire charged with a viola- 
tion of a provision of the interstate com- 
merce commission which makes the send- 
ing of lottery tickets by express an il- 
legal proceeding.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23.—The 


supreme court of the United States to- 
day denied the petition of Attorney Gen 
ernl Edwurtl T. Young of Minnesota for 
a writ of habeas corpus in the cn.se in 
which he is held for contempt of court 
by the United States circuit court of 
Minnesota, because he refused to abide 
by an injunction issued by that court 
forbidding him from taking any action 
looking to the enforcement of the max- 
imum railroad rate law. The court at 
the same time pronounced invalid the 
Minnesota law, regulating both freight 
and passenger rates. The opinion was 
announced by Justice Pcckham, who held 
the Minnesota law to be unconstitution- 
al on its face because of the enormous 
penalties imposed for disobedience to it 


Decision Attacks State's Rights. 


Justice Harlan delivered a dissenting 


opinion, in which he expressed the view 
that the decisions of the court in the 
Minnesota and 
Ivorth 
Carolina cases 


marks a new era in the relationship be- 
tween the states and the federal gov- 
ernment and between the federal and 
state courts. He contended that the suit 
of the railroad company was in reality 
a suit against the state, and he dwelt 
:it length upon the enormity of permit- 
ting a subordinate United States court 
:o order the imprisonment of an official 
of a sovereign state to test a law of that 
Hate. "If~<tiiis^cRn;^b<^4one,"'"lie safdr 
'why can't a' smiilar injunction be put 
on a grand jury or a district attorney in 
any criminal proceeding."

Irowned in the river at that place. Sat- 
urday afternoon the relatives 
of 
the 


woman notified Mr. Gillen of the case 
and asked that a diver be sent at once. 
Mr. Harms gathered up his diving outfit 
and left Saturday evening. 
Yesterday 


'the river was searched for a considera- 
ble distance, but no trace of the body 
was found. 


Mr. Harms stated that the search was 


the result of the contentions of a clair- 
voyant who claimed that she was able 
to locate the remains. The woman was 
taken to tho river bank, aud after going 
into a trance threw a stone over her 
head, the stone landing about eighty feet 
below the point where the woman was 
drowned. 
She asserted that the body 


was to be found at the point where the 
stone struck the 
water. 
Search 
was 


made and at that point was found a 
large stump. 
The water is twelve feet 


deep there, and a thorough search could 
not be made without the assistance of 
a diver. 


It was believed that th« clairvoyant 


was right and that the body was be- 
ing held down by the stump or was un- 
der it. 
For that reason the service of 


Mr. Harms was secured. 
When he ar- 


rived on the scene the clairvoyant refus- 
ed to come to the river bank to assist 
him, but she talked with him over the 
telephone and directed him where to 
search. He did as directed, but was un- 
able to find, the least trace of the drown- 
ed woman. 
The clairvoyant has been 


placed in a peculiar position with the 
people of the city as the story is being 
circulated about the town and a large 
number of people were on tho bank of 
the river when Mr. Harms 
made his 


search. 


Miss Jeannette Cooper, sister of Con- 


gressman Henry A. Cooper, died at Chi- 
cago this morning of pneumonia, aged 
40 years. 
Deceased had been ill with 


pneumonia for a number of days and 
Congressman Cooper was 
telegraphed 


for, but when he readied Baltimore, an- 
other telegram crime informing him that 
his sister was improving and it was 
not necessary for him to conic and lie 
returned to Washington. But the cond 
tion of Miss Cooper was critical and the 
end came this .morning. 


Deceased was born nnd reared in the

She 
was.nn author of considerable note and 
wrote.nnd published fl. number of books.

—LATER RECOVERED. 


$300 WAS AMOUNT STOLEN 


WORK ABANDONED ON LINE 


And a Number of Officials on the Chi- 


cago and Milwaukee Electric Railway 


Have Been Let Out. 


Four Young Ken, Wearing Masks, Tried 


to Ransack Safe at Cudahy, But it was 


Locked—Operator There Tells Graphic 
Story, Guns Being Drawn to Overawe 
Him. 


With the pleasant weather small cit- 


ies outside of Chicago are being visited 
by the "crooks" of that city. Every day 
dozens of genuine tramps can be seen 
along the right of way of the two roads 
entering this city, sleeping in the. box 
cars and looking for an opportunity to 
commit robberies. Saturday evening half 
a dozen tramps were seen in a car on the 
Northwestern tracks, a short distance 
north of State street, while two were 
standing between the cars in the dark 
ready to spring out on any person who 
happened along. The young man who 
discovered them was accompanied1 by a 
vicious bulldog, and for that reason, it 
is supposed, was not attacked. Since 
Friday night two railway stations have 
been robbed, one of the guilty men be- 
ing now confined in the Racine county 
jail. 


It was announced here today that the 


extension of the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric railway, between this city and 
Milwaukee, would lie abandoned for this 
year, the receivers of the corporation, re 
cently named in Chicago, having deter- 
mined upon this action because of their 
nability to secure sufficient money to 
>ush the line to'completion. It is furth- 
er stated that many heads of the leading 
officers have been cut "if and that cheap 
cr men will be engaged in the future. 
Among those said to have been retired 
'are: 
Frank 
Garrity, chief 
engineer; 


William Scott, superintendent of con- 
struction; Mr. Kilmnn. general ticket ag- 
ent; C. D. Phenccil, electric engineer. 
Others are to go in the immediate future. 
'Cars which were running every half hour 
on the line, and cut down to every hour, 
will continue to operate on that schedule 
during the balance of the season. In a 
short time all of the material along the 
line between here and Milwaukee is to 
be secured and stored until such time 
as the financial conditions of the corpor- 
ation will warrant going ahead. 


TO RECOVER PUBLIC LANDS. 


MILWAUKEE, Mar. 23.—The house 


committee on-public lands has author- 
ized a favorable report on the Senate 
resolution 
authorizing the 
Attorney 


General to bring suit to recover 2,000,- 
000 acres of land from the California 
and Oregon Railroad Company, which is 
controlled by the Southern Pacific com- 
pany, which land, it is charged, was ac- 
quired by the company by grant from 
the government on the condition that 
it should be sold at $2.50 an acre.

is asserted that the railroad company 
baa refused to dispose of the-.laud. 


FORMER FIREMAN DROWNED. 


Thomas Gallagher Believed to Have Met 


Death at Kenosha. 


Thomas Gallagher, a former fireman 


at the Allen tannery in Kenosha is be- 
lieved to have been accidentally drowned 
in the river near the tannery yesterday. 
All day yesterday the life savers dragged 
the river, but failed to find a trace of 
the body of the former Milwaukeean. 
Saturday night Gallagher was in the en- 
gine room at the tannery, leaving at an 
early hour in the morning for his board- 
ing house. A minute after leaving tho 
room a splash was heard in the river and 
a cry, which evidently came from the lips 
of Gallagher. He was of a cheerful dis- 
position, and it is believed that the 
drowning of the fireman was purely acci- 
dental, the man having taken the wrong 
direction in leaving tho tannery in the 
dark.

"You bet I do if you can catch 'em at 


Robbery at Burlington. 


The first of the station robberies oc- 


curred at Burlington where the station 
of the St. Paul road was robbed of $300 
in mileage books and local tickets. A 
young, well dressed man who stated that 
he was a telegraph operator, was arrest- 
ed and locked up on the charge. He gave 
his name as Edgar C. Davis. The charge 
of robbery was not pressed against him, 
but Constable Charles Beller who brought 
the man in Saturday evening, preferred a. 
charge of drunkenness, vagrancy and car- 
rying concealed weapons, which resulted 
in his being sent to the'county jail for a 
term of thirty days, the magistrate hear- 
ing the case being Justice Reuschlcin. 
The young man appears to have had a 
>ood education, and was quite well dress- 
ed, differing from the usual knight of 
the road in many particulars. 
v 


Story of the Operate-. 


The operator at Burlington stated to 


the authorities'that'Davis came into the 
office, representing himself as n telegraph 
operator out of employment. The agent 
took compassion on him, invited him to 
tome in and sit down and chatted with 
lim for some time. This was on Thurs- 
day evening, and there wcer no other 
persons in the vicinity. The station op- 
erator was forced to leave his office on 
account of the arrival of a train. When 
he returned a few minutes later Davis 
had disappeared, .and the operator saw 
that the office had been robbed on ac- 
count of the appearance of the drawers 
which had been rifled. He at once gave 
the alarm and search was commenced 
with the result that Davis was captured 
some time after and lodged in the city 
jail at Burlington. Upon investigation 
it was found that about 5300 worth of 
tickets had been taken, all of them being 
found in the posfiesion of Davis. When 
searched a revolver was found on his 
person. He had not ventured to show 
this as he was able to accomplish his 
scheme without resorting to a fla-sh of 
the weapon. 


Cudahy's Daring Holdup. 


The local police were called upon early 


yesterday morning to assist in the loca- 
tion of four young men who had held up 
the station agent in the Northwestern 
depot at Cudahy. Search of the railway 
yards was made here, but no trace of 
the men was found. They are still at 
large, although the Milwaukee depart- 
ment was notified of the case early. They 
failed to get any money or other valua- 
bles for tlic reason that the safe was 
locked and the operator did not know 
the combination. The men wore masks 
and came in on the operator with drawn 
guns. As the telephone was put out of 
service by the robbers the. operator had 
to wait until aftei; the men left before 
he could notify the authorities, the-re- 
port coming to the. local police through 
the operator at the State street sttaion 
of the road. 


Took Desperate Measures. 


Charles Bland, tho operator at the sta- 


tion, tells a .good story of the robbery. 


'I was alone in tho station," said 


Bland, "working at my desk, about 12 
o'clock. Usually there are people wait- 
ing for. the electric cars, but last night 
the waiting room was unoccupied. I had 
seen four men standing near the door 
when I went to the postofficc after the 
C:30 mail. Two of them were well dress- 
ed. They might have been clerks. The 
others looked like tramps. 


About 12 o'clock throe of the men en- 


tered the station, the fourth standing in 
the doorway as a guard. Tho men came 
to a railing near my desk and one of 
them asked me when1 they could get a 
train to Chicago. I looked up and found 
that I was -looking'sinto a revolver with- 


in six inches of my head. The man 
standing on the other side of the desk 
told me to 'hurry up with my answer to 
a civil question.' I turned to him and 
found that he was covering mo with a 
guu. 


Operator Cowed by Guns. 


"Tho third man stepped around into 


f.he office and pinned my arms behind 
me. Then, while one of them kept me 
covered, the others carried me into the 
office where the safe is kept, and shoved 
me into a corner. One of them said: 


"I want every cent there is here, and 


J want it quick." 


"I told him that I had no money, and 


that there was no money in the station. 
Two of them watched me, and the other 
tried to'open the safe. When he found 
he could not do it he came back, and I 
was ordered to open it. One of the men 
suid to me: 
. 


"i'bu open that safe quick, or I will 


blow your head off." 


'He struck .at. me and I jumped back. 


They found the cash drawer and tore it 
open. There was no money in it. One 
of the .men went through my pockets but 
found nothing bnt my keys. I was 
thrown down in front of the safe and 
told to open it, but I convinced them that 
I could not do it. I explained that if I 
had the combination I could not open it, 
because it had a time lock. 


Cut Wires; Make Escape. 


. "This seemed to convince -them, and 


they prepared to go. One of them went 
to the telephone, and opened the box, 
cutting- the wire. He also cut the wire 
leading .to the receiver, which he placed 
in his pocket. Then, while one man kept 
me covered, the three backed out of the 
office. I was told not to stir to give an 
alarm. 


"I waited a few moments, and then edg- 


ed over to the telegraph instrument. )

TEXT OF LA FOLLETTE BILL. 


What His Measure for a Tariff Commis- 


sion Contains.

nation, and no one of them shall be a 
member of; congress. • Not more than five 
are to be members of'any one political 
party. 


One is to be skilled in manufacturing, 


another in agriculture, another in im- 
ports, another a representative of labor, 
one a lawyer versed in the tariff laws, 
one an expert in tariff and reciprocity, 
the next in the knowledge of production 
and accounting, another a statistician who 
has made a study of the foreign markets, 
and the last "an eminent economist." 


Terms of Members Ten Years. 


Each member is to receive a yearly sal- 


ary of SlOjOOO, and after the first eleven 
years of the commission, each member is 
to be appointed for ten years. 
. The first appointments ara arranged 


to 
terminate so that a new member 


should be appointed every year. . 


In presenting his bill La Follette said 


he would soon ask the senate for time to 
speak on.it.- In respect to the section 
authorizing the suspension of duties, he 
said he had. placed that provision there 
art giving his own views on the tariff 
and because he believed congress had a 
right to legislate along those lines. 


Washington is made the headquarters 


of the commission, but it is authorized 
to have hearings any place in the United 
States and .to send members or officers 
abroad to obtain information. 


It is authorized to make a special in- 


quiry regarding the difference in the cost 
of producing articles in this country and 
in 
foreign countries, ascertaining 
the 


wage, hours of service, efficiency of labor, 
and standard of living in foreign coun- 
tries. 


The commission also is given authority 


to make minute inquiry as to the cost of 
production of articles in this country 
and to summon witnesses, examine books 
and the like. The first report shall be 
made to congress by Jan. 1, 1909, and 
annually thereafter. 


Tariff Suspension Provision, 


With reference to the suspension of 


tariff on articles controlled either bv A 
firm or combination, the bill says. 


"Whenever there exists any such agree- 


ment or arrangement by which the par- 
ties thereto unduly promote their ad- 
vantages, and whenever any person, firm, 
co-partnership, corporation, or associa- 
tion owns or controls such a proportion 
of any domestic article named the impo- 
sition and collection of duties on the im- 
ported ' article shall be suspended and 
such article admitted free of duty if the 
cost of labor of the domestic article does 
not exceed that of the foreign article. 


If the cost of labor exceeds that of 


the foreign article, such article shall be 
subjected to a rate of duty equivalent to 
the difference in the cost of labor of the 
domestic and foreign article." 


The suspension is to be made by the 


president upon the recommendation of 
the commission, and the bill provides 
that "said suspension * or reduction of' 
duties shall re main'in force until'remov- 
ed or modified by congress."

efforts to save him. 


Wojeinski had been paying attention 


to the girl for two years, and wished to 
marry her, but his parents opposed per- 
haps because of the girl's youth. 


The man had a revolver with him, 


which is beclared to be evidence that his 
act was premeditated. 


As he was watching the girl die in 


agony, he gave the revolver to the girl's 
brother, Joseph, saying: 'Take this so 
they won't pinch me."

HAS LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 


President's Views lie Reault of Numer- 


ous Conferences—Tariff 
Rerision De- 


manded at Special Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Mar. 
23.— 


President Roosevelt has determined on a 
legislative program', the..'.enactment of. 
which will be urged upon congress in a 
special message, which he said will go 
in this week. 


Each of the measures" to be proposed 


involves perplexing-difficulties and each 
will have far reaching effect on the bua- 
iriesff-and economic conditions of 
the 


country. The program is. the product 
of important conference's through which 
the president has. been put in possession 
of the views of all interests concerned. 
Likewise the attitude of the leaders in 
both branches of congress has been made 
known. Its success depends upon the 
combined effort which he believes can be 
brought to bear in-behalf of the whole 
plan by those affected'especially by some 
one of its features. 


Policy of the President. 


The program includes: 
A declaration in favor of a revision 


of the tariff in a special session to be 
held after March 4, 1909. 


An'amendment to the Sherman anti- 


trust law so as to make important con- 
cbssions to combinations of both labor 
and capital. 
' Limiting the powers of certain courts 
in the use of the injunction in labor dia- 
p'utes. 
' 


Passage of an employer*' liability bill. 


. Passage- of the Aldricb financial bill. 


The support of the business and finan- 


cial ; interests of the middle west was 
pledged to the president on this pro- 
gram following an extended conference 
held at the White house Saturday night. 
A most satisfactory conference was held 
at the president's offices 
today with 


leaders' of the two houses of congress. 


The men who attended tha conference 


represented organizations with a mem- 
bership of 4,500 business men. 


Agree on Tariff Revision. 


An agreement was reached between 


the president and the leaders of the 
house and' senate in favor of a declara- 
tion for a revision of the tariff at a spe- 
cial session "to be held after March 4, 
1909. It was decided that the best man- 
ner in which to prepare for the legisla- 
tion is to have investigations conducted 
by the Ways and Means committee of 
the house and the finance committee of 
the senate. 
These investigations \vill 


not be in the form of hearings, but ex- 
perts will be called in to assist the com- 
mittee in preparing data. The plan is 
opposed-to the appointment of a tariff 
commission such-as is purposed in the 
Beveridge and La Follette bills. 


The amendments suggested 
to 
tbe 


Sherman anti-trust bill were discussed 
briefly. 


The president'favored the legalization 


of pooling. He called attention to the 
fa'ct that labor organizations had been 
expected to agree to'such legislation in 
return for * provision exempting them 
from the operations of the law. The leg- 
islators present were not ready to as- 
sent-to the demands made by labor and 
oh-that account urged that it would be 
inadvisable to attempt any revision of 
the Sherman law at this time.

on the first day and it was plain that 
he was furthcr'on the road.to recovery 
after bis recent illness. 


The senator startled his hearers with 


an announcement that he expected in a 
very short time to introduce a resolu- 
tion asking that the committee on inter- 
state commerce be discharged from fur 
ther consideration of his bill >'providing 
for a physical valuation of the railroads 
of the country. 
The bill has been be- 


fore the committee since last session 
and there is no evidence that it will 
ever receive attention, the committee bc- 
inp handsomely packed in favor of the 
railroads. A resolution to discharge the 
committee and order to lay the bill be 
fore the senate is not only a- rebuke to 
the committee, but it forces a vote, on 
.vhich Senator La Toilette will under- 
take to get a roll call and place bis 
associates on record. 


Means a Bitter Fight. 


"This bill," he said,-referring to bin 


physical valuation measure, "has been in 
the hands of this committee all of the 
present session and ill of the last scs 
sion of congress, and' it appears to me 
to be time to have the committee dis- 
charged from its further consideration 
in order that we may get the bill out 
into the open where it can he consider- 
ed." 


There will be a bitter fight over-this 


proposition. Senator Elkins of West Vir 
ginia is chairman of this committee. He 
has boen accused on several occasions 
during the present session, by Senator 
Fulton of Oregon, of holding up a bill 
forbidding the right of railway compan-

against the increase until after the in- 
terstate commerce . commission has in- 
vestigated the.case,. . 


Bond Feature Partial to Roads. 


Taking up the currency bill, the sena- 


tor pursued his theory of a close rela. 
tion between' the great speculative in- 
terests which control business, trans- 
portation and finance, and which he be- 
lieved 
would, under 
this 
measure, 


strengthen their hold on the country. 
He pointed out bow carefully the bill 
bad been liniited and classified city and 
county and state bonds,, which might be 
used as security for currency issues. ' 


They must be bonds of governmental 


divisions that had not defaulted, whose 
valuation was at least ten times the 
amount of their indebtedness, and so on. 
Flere, indeed, the committee • preparing 
the bill and admitted that the valuation 
of the property had some relation to the 
amount of bonds that should be permit- 
ted; but in the eases of railroads it was 
different. The bill made no provision to 
determine whether the 
railroad 
was 


overcapitalized. It might issue bonds up 
to the full value or far beyond, and yet 
these could be made tbe security for 
ssuing money. If it was desirable to 
use a valuation and make a limit on one 
case of a very small proportion 61 the 
Valuation, why should rtdt the.simtol rule 
>e applied to the railroad bonds also? 


Calls It a "Makeshift." 


Senator La Follctte then tdok up tbe 


direct discussion of the provisions of 
the Aldrich bill. H6 pointed to tbe fact 
:hat even Senator Aldrich did not claim 
hat it was more than a "makeshift" and 
that he had admitted that thn financial 
•lystenl of the country was morSly a 
'patchwork." He said that he was sat- 
sScd that it was drafted chiefly to cre- 
ite a market for bonds held-by the 
>a-nks in New York under control of 
Morgan and Rockefeller.

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Curtains in the Home Laundry. 


Editor Racine Journal: 


It is a mistaken economy to put off 


laundering curtaius under the impression 
that they will last longer if not washed 
and ironed often, for window draperies 
that have, been in use several years and 
Lave been exposed to the sun, will come 
to pieces when washed unless handled 
•with great care. If your curtains have 
become dusty, they can be freshened 
considerably by taking them out doors 
nnd shaking them well; and if they 
have become flimsy, they can be gone 
over with a soft cloth dipped in thin 
Btarchwater, and then pressing careful- 
ly, but only a space of curtain corres- 
Bponding with the width of the ironing 
board should be sponged and ironed at 
a time. The oftcner lace or muslin cur- 
tains are put to soak, the less rubbing 
they will require, and anything that 
saves rubbing will be u- saving to the 
curtains as well as of time and strength. 
Put the curtains to soak over night in 
warm soft water, to which a -small cup 
of kerosene oil has been added; then put 
them in clean suds in the morning and 
wash them by pressing nnil squeezing 
between tho hands. Fill the boiler more 
than half full of rainwater, nnd stir in 
enough pearliue to make a strong lath- 
_er; then put in the curtains and let 
them boil for half an hour. 
Rinse in 


clear water, then in thin starch water, 
nnd pull them first crosswise and then 
lengthwise, and dry them in frames or 
pin them down on the lloor; and if the 
;work is carefully done, the curtains will 
coma through the process looking beau- 
tifully clean and fresh. If the threads 
are broken in cleaning the curtains, the 
best way to mend the torn place is to 
dip a piece of lace net in thin starch and 
jircss It with a 
warm iron over the 


broken spot 
which should be partly 


closed by being drawn together with 
very fine thread. 
To make curtains a 


pretty cream color, add a tnblespoonful 
of yellow ochre dissolved in a little wa- 
ter to the starch, being careful that it 
is quite smooth.

Place 
in a deep steamer or in a sterili/.er and 
steam continuously for an hour and a. 
half. Do not open until needed for use. 


Whihr spots on furniture, caused by 


putting down a hot jug or cup, should 
be rubbed at once with a- little .oil of 
some kind, linseed for choice, though 
raralTin of sweet oil is nearly as good. 
Leave the oil on sonic hours if possible 
and then polish. 


Old pieces of velveteen should, after

FOR THE TABLE. 


By cutting old potatoes into small 


balls, allowing them to soak for three or 
four hours in cold water, then boiling in 
cold salted water and serving with 
cream sauce, a good substitute for new 
potatoes is obtained. 


Potatoes will bake more quickly if 


boiled in salted water for ten minutes, 
then put in the oven. The boiling water 
will heat them through so they, cook in 
a short time. 


If you have a covered pan in which 


to roast meat, never open it to baste 
the meat. 
Keep covered from first to 


last. 
The idea is that the pan is full 


of steam, which penetrates the fiber of 
the meat. Tf desired to brown the out- 
•side, leave the cover off a short time in 
a quick oven. 


Rye Breakfast Cakes.—Beat one egg 


light, add one-half cup of sugar,- two 
cups of milk, a saltspoon of salt, one 
and one-half cups of rye meal, one and 
one-half cups of flour, nnd three level 
teaspoons of baking powder. Bake in a 
hot greased gem pan. 


Chocolate Cake.—C'rcnm one cup of 


butter, add two cups of sugar, the yolks 
of five eggs and tho whites of three, 
seven-eighths cup of milk and 
three 


cups of flour sifted with four level tea- 
spoons of baking powder. Bake in two 
long shallow pans and cover with 
a 


chocolate icing. 


Orange Fluff.—Beat three cupfuls of 


milk in a double boiler, stir in three 
scant tablespoonfuls of comstarch dis- 
solved in a little milk, one teaspoonful 
of butter, one-half cupful of sugar, the 
beaten yolks of two eggs; cook for five 
minutes, then add the grattsd rind and 
the juice of two oranges. 
Bent 
the 


whites of two eggs very stiff, pour the 
boiling custard over them, beat until 
well mixed, then pour into a 
mold. 


Serve cold with whipped cream.

Source of the Oxygen, 


There. hns_been contributed to Wis- 


een fuer Alle a statement-by Dr. Phjl- 
sohn respecting the v.'ay in which oxy- 
gen appeared in the atmosphere during 
tho coal period. Dr. Philsohn has ex- 
posed them in pure nitrogen, and in a 
mixture of nitrogen and carbonic acid. 
In both cases vegetation was remarkab- 
ly healthy and even luxuriant 
for a 


lengthened period. 


To give the results of these obser- 


vations in as few words as possible. 
Dr. Phils'ohn states that the plant ab- 
sorbs carbonic acid by the roots and 
secretes oxygen by the leaves; so that 
after a while the nitrogen atmosphere 
contains a certain quantity of oxygen, 
and in time it would, no doubt, approach 
the composition of ordinary atmospheric 
air. 


Going back to the primitive age of 


tne globe, he declares that there was 
probably a period when the' heat was 
so intense that no compounds could ex- 
ist. As the tempernture fell all kinds 
of compounds were formed, according 
to the laws of affinities, until h'rially 
there remained surrounding tho solidi- 
fied surface of the earth an atmosphere 
of the inert nitrogen—a substance which 
is known to have little or no tendency 
to combine directly with other substan- 
ces. 


That there was no oxygen in this an- 


cient atmosphere is evident, according 
to Koene, from the presence of various 
oxidiznble substances in the primitive 
rocks. It is into this primitive atmos- 
phere of nitrogen that 
plants 
have 


poured oxygen for countless myriads of 
years, until it has arrived at its present 
composition. There was doubtless more 
carbonic acid g»s in the atmosphere of 
the earth during the coal period, due to 
abundant volcanic action; but it is not 
necessary to refer the cxhubcraiicc of 
the vegetation of that particular era,.to 
tne presence of th'is gas, because vege- 
tation of certain orders is able to flour- 
ish luxuriantly in nitrogen alone.

Who Likes Lemon Pie?

One of the first shrubs to blossom this 


spring will be the lilac, which is de- 
servedly among the most popular of 
plants. It may well be called a "queen 
of shrubs," and.is a favorite because of 
its remarkable hardihood, the showy 
clusters of its abundant and fragrant 
blossoms, and its patience under cult- 
ural abuse. 


The common lilac (Syringa vulgaris} 


is the most common in the gardens, and 
from it have sprung a large number of 
showy forms which are grown in parks 
and by more expert gardeners. 
While 


the-lilac grows in almost any aoil, to 
obtain best results it should be planted 
!n rich, well drained soil, 
somewhat 


heavy with a little clay in it if possible. 


The Amoor lilac is one of the more 


showy varieties which should have more 
general favor. It is a. tall, slender shrub, 
ten to twelve feet in height, which un- 
folds its leaves very early in the spring 
and produces large clusters of yellowish 
white flowers very early in June. It re- 
tains its green foliage well through the 
eason. 
The Persian lilac is the lowest grow- 


ing variety which is well known in this 
country. 
It grows from four to seven 


feet 
in night nnd has very slender 


branches which form a graceful cutline. 
The flowers are pale purple, and there 
is also a white flowering form. 


More than 200 named varieties of the 


common lilac, mentioned above, have 
been been produced by hybridists during 
recent years, the new varieties far sur- 
passing the parent kind in range of 
brilliant colors, double flowers, size of 
the clusters and other characteristics. 


The Mock Orange Bush. 


The "mock orange" of Philadelphia is 


popularly known ns "syringa," and the 
latter is the botanical name for lilac. 
The 
mock 
orange 
family 
comprises 


about thirty species of hardy, ornament- 
al shrubs varying in height from five to 
twenty feet, many of thorn admirably 
adapted for the decoration 
of home 


grounds. 


Perhaps the most widely grown vari- 


ety of those known to the old timo 
gardener as "syringns" is Philadelpus 
grandiflorus, which grows about six feet 
high and has large white sweet scented 
flowers which appear in June. Common 
mock orange, (P. Coronarius) reaches 
about ten feet in height and blooms in 
May and June and is very 
fragrant. 


The flowers arc pure white and are 
borne in dense clusters, often so numer- 
ous as to bend the 
branches to 
the 


ground. 


Gordon's mock orange, (P. Gordoninn- 


us) is a native of the United States and 
in good ground often reaches ten 
or 


twelve feet in height. 
It has pleasing 


green 
foliage 
with 
grayish 
brown 


branches. 
The flowers are white and 


produced 
in great abundance. 
They 


bloom in June or July in central lati- 
tudes. 


This plant thrives in almost any well 


drained soil and often docs well in tho 
shade of trees and buildings. Pruning 
should be done after the shrubs have 
flowered, as the blossoms appear on the 
wood of the previous year's growth. By 
pruning the shrubs can all be kept with- 
in fixed limits of growth.

The health department was notified 


yesterday afternoon

'•What heroes and godly men these old 


time tariff makers! How great and good 
nnd thoughtful of the public interest 
v .& Mr. Payne when, recently, he turned 
away representatives of the chief man- 
ufacturing and agricultural interests of 
the United States, and with his best pol- 
itician's voice, spoke of the necessity he 
felt of trusting no tariff commission or 
other expert^, cve.n to help him in any 
measure to gut his information, and se- 
cure the people's rights. 'No,' said Mr. 
Pavne, 'when my committee makes a 
tariff, we must get our information 'at 
tirat ha-and.' Very rhetorical and brave 
it sounded. His 'first

with the sugar trust has cost the people 
another two-liundred-million dollars oil a 
ningle item of the thousands covered by 
the tariff." 


Mr. Miles then takes up the subject of 


oil and steel, challenging Mr. Payne's 
statement that the Standard Oil com 
pany flourished without protection. He 
said: 


'•Is it conceivable thut 'Old Schedules' 


is sincere in this statement? Is it con- 
ceivable that he is wholly ignorant of 
tho fact that prtroleum and all its pro 
ducts are protected by duties ranging 
from 100 to 200 per cent? To be sure. 
he helped to put petroleum on the free 
list with 43 other oils. The fisherman 
who risks his life in the Arctic for the 
blubber of the whale, and some forty 
other makers of oil, are on the free list 
with no saving clause, but 
our great 


public servant, Mr. Payne, 
with 
hi 


stand-pat friends, put into the present 
tariff a proviso giving no consideration 
to any oil but petroleum, and securing 
to the petroleum interests only, among, 
all the oils, the protection named." 


Protecting the Steel Trust. 


Ill reference to steol tariff Mr. Miles 


eays: 


"When Messrs. Payne, 
Dalzell 
anr 


others framed the present steel schedule 
they gave the steel people a tariff equa 
to 75 per cent of the then market price 
Add to this tho 10 per cent of natural 
protection, being the cost of transporta- 
tion of competing products from Europe 
to this country, and the steel 
people 


have enjoyed a protection of 85 per cent 


of the selling price in 1897, when the tar- 
iff was made,.or 95 per cent o'f the then 
total cost. 
There was no steel trust 


then, Compstition was so keen that the 
price remained low 
for a 
time. 
The 


trust was formed not long after, how- 
ever, with the consequence that the price' 
today is higher than it can'be bought by 
Americans in Europe. 
And 
yet 
Mr. 


Payne sees no connection between the 
trust and the tariff, and Mr. Dalzell says 
he sees no need of revision at all. 


Lack of Information. 


Continues Mr. Miles: 
"Substantially every man

HIGH SCHOOL MATTER UP 


Believed Voters Will Favor Erection of 


$15,000 Building—Supt. 'Zim'mennann 


of the County Schools Says all Are 


Improving and That New -Law is 


Working Finely. 


At the. coining April election the peo- 


ple of the village of Union Grove and 
town of Yorkville will vote on the ques- 
tion of license or no license. They will 
also vote for and against a joint high 
school of town and village. The ques- 
tion of license or. no license in the vil- 
lage lias always been a bitter contro- 
versy between the people of the village 
and'town. When last contested the tem- 
perance people were defeated by a small 
margin in the village and a number of 
saloons have been iu operation during 
tho year. 
In the town of Yorkville it 


was defeated and that town is dry, peo- 
ple desiring liquor being obliged to vis- 
it the village or some other place in the 
enmity where sample rooms are permit- 
ted. 
That the vote on the question will 


lie unusually close and some excitement- 
exists at the election there appears to 
be no doubt. 


Think it Will Be Carried. 


The joint high school is another mat- 


ter of great importance to the residents 
and taxpayers of both village and town. 
The present High school building in Un- 
ion Grove has been practically condemn- 
ed by state school authorities.. With a 
joint .school the expenses to the villagers 
will be reduced and it will result in giv- 
ing tlie people an educational institution 
wiiere all of the pupils of proper age 
can attend in both village and town. 
There is reason to bclie.vc that the ques- 
tion will b« carried. In such an event a 
school building to cost not less 
than 


§13,000 will be built, possibly on the 
site where the present High school struc- 
ture now stands. 


New Law is Called Good. 


Superintendent Zimmerman was in the 


city yesterday. 
Iu an interview he said 


that the schools in every section of the 
countv were improving, both in appear- 
ance outside and inside; that the chil- 
dren of school age were attending in 
large numbers, possibly owing to the law 
which he was having enforced where nec- 
essary. In case a boy or girl is discov- 
ered who is not attending school and 
the parents cannot give a good excuse, 
the. sheriff, ns tho law provides, is no- 
tified and he dons the rest and as a're- 
sult in. most every case where compalint 
is made, the pupil is soon 
found 
in 


•school. 
This law compels all children 


between the ages of 7 and 14 to attend 
school at least six months or 120 days 
and requires the pupil to be enrolled 
during the first month of school. Those 
fniliug to comply with the law are lia- 
ble to a fine of not less than $5 nor 
more than $50 and costs. 


What brings about the general im 


provcment in the appearance a.nd condi 
tions of the schools is the provisions of 
the new law. To each school which shall 
comply with the provisions of this law, 
the. state superintendent shall apportion- 
tlic sum of $50. This shall continue not 
more than three years.

London Chronicle: The bureau of doc- 


tors and experts engaged in the inquiry 
regarding consumption in Paris has di- 
vided the houses affected 
into 
three 


groups: 


1. Houses with less than five deaths 


from consumption during the year. 


'.. 
Houses with from five to nine 


deaths. 


3. Houses with over ten deaths. 
The last two groups 
contained 
the 


houses which are definitely regarded as 
contaminated. 


During 1006 7,807 consumptive deaths 


out of 0,373 in all occurred in houses 
with a previous consumptive record. The 
corresponding number in 190.5 was 7,S20, 
showing a remarkable precision in the 
workings of the infective taint. 


Of those 7,807 deaths, 4,838 occurred 


in the houses of the first group—with a 
record of under five deaths—and 2,909 in 
houses of the second and third groups. 


The "contaminated" houses in Paris 


are found to number 3,283, with a mor- 
tality almost precisely the same in the 
two years of 28 per cent of the total in 
1905 and 29 per cent in 1900. 


The bouses which have shown a high 


mortality from 1304 to 1905 continue to 
show a mortality 'of almost precisely the 
same height in relation to the other mor- 
tality in 190U. 


At the same time there has been a 


steady spread of the disease 
to 
new 


houses in 1905 (with 1,785 deaths), and 
1,049 in )90U (with 1,700 deaths)—3,353 
new houses in two years. 


There is one group of 281 houses with 


9,700 inhabitants in twelve streets. These 
houses produced a steady average mor- 
tality of 12 per 1,000 from Jan. 1, 1894, 
to Dec. 31, 1804. That proportion con- 
tinued 'in 1905 at the rate of 11.22 and in 
1906 at the rate of 11.74. To put the 
facts in actual figures, 100 people died in 
those death houses during 1905 and J14 
during 190G.

with 12,BOO 
inhabitants 
in nineteen 


streets. These houses had n, steady av- 
erage mortality of 8.23 from 1894 to 
190-1. That mortality dropped to 8.07 in 
1905 and rose to 3.79 in 1006. There are 
rises and fulls, but the average is retain- 
ed with amazing persistency.

Postoffice Appropriation Bill.

Mr. Chairman, we will never see the 


end of our post office deficit unless we 
come down to business methods. Here, 
again, nearly 55,000.000 is asked for the 
renting of mail cars. Last year, we 
paid $5,743,444 for the same purpose. 
Now, then, it is a fact that we can build 
and own all mail cars necessary for the 
service for about four times the annual 
rental. I have looked over the reports 
and I find such cases as these:

From Pasco to Tacoma, Wash., a dis-

points, $47,278.34; annual rental of one 
car, S6.337.25. 


From Los Angeles, Cal.,. to 
Yuma 


Ariz., a distance of 249 miles: Annual

N'ow, running through the entire re- 


port, I find tlie average rental for the 
50 or 60 foot ears to be from $6,000 to 
$7.000 per year, and 1 have it on the 
best of authority that only S16.000 to 
$20,000 would be the cost of building a 
car nnd equipping it. If that is true 
and I believe it is, we ought to take 
speedy steps to build our own cars and 
not continue to pay these high rentals 
While I know nothing can be done re- 
garding this matter at. the present time 
I do hope the post office authorities ami 
the Post office Committee will take up 
this matter and suggest at -the next 
session of Congress some way to stop 
this squandering of the people's money

ST. PETERSBURG. Russia, .March 18. 


—Lieutenant General Smirnutl' wu.s prob- 
ably' fatally wounded in K duel fought 
here this morning with Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Fock.

and fought with pistols, a distance of 
twenty paces separating them, when the

SENATOR WHYTE IS DEAD. 


Represented Maryland in Upper House-

States Senator 'William Pinckuey Whyte, 
died nt hi» home ill this city last night.

The Cost of Steel. 


Chicago Tribune: 
An article on "Th 


Cost and the Profit? of Steel Making in 
the United Slales" in the last Quarterly 
Journal of Kconomics gives some inter 
esting information. The

that tho United States Steel corporation 
can put down'on1 at Pittsburg for aboui 
S3 for a ton of .iron. The coke and lime 
stone cost less than $3, while the laboi 
and maintenance charges, at the turnaci 
cost $1. Thus the toal cost of produc 
lion of a to not" iron does not exceed $8 
and yet for mar.y months in 1!W6 am 
1007 the prevailing price of iron v/as $2C 
n ton. That was the price paid by the 
steel maker who was unable to make 
his own iron, 


The cost of converting pig iron to stec 


is $7 a ton in the le»8 efficient plants in 
some parts of the country, but at Pitts 
burg it is about $4. The rolling.of rail 
from ingots costs $- in a. modern mill 
Thus the total cost of a.- ton of rails i: 
not to exceed $13.- The steel trust couli 
sell at $16 n ton if it had to, but it ile 
uiiuids and gels $28 a ton. 


There is a duty of three-tenths of 


cent a pound, or JO.72 a long ton, on 
steel, .Manifestly the United States Stee 
corporation does not stand in need o 
the protection the duty gives. That cor

Babbit Does Clever Stunt. 


A wise old jackrabbit that lives in a 


field close by the Colorado and Wyoming 
stone quarry, near Trinidad, has lured 
over half a dozen dogs to death in tho 
last two weeks, according to the Den- 
ver Times. 


Persons who have seen several of thn 


dogs leap to their death say that just 
as sure as a dog goes to sniffling around 
in that field the old jackrabbit 
gets 


within sight of him and invites a chai.e. 
It races'away with the dog in pursuit, 
the rabbit always leading the 
chase 


straight to the stone quarry, one side 
of which drops straight down a preci- 
pice 100 feet to the bottom. As the 
old rabbit nears the quarry he quickens 
his speed, making leaps to within a few 
feet of tho edge. 


When ho is so close that the next 


leap would carry him over the edge of 
the precipice he quickly springs aside. 
There is nothing on the surface to indi- 
cate to the dog the yawning gulf ahead. 
Grass and cactus grow right up to the 
edge. When the rabbit jumps aside the 
dog, unable to check his speed, bounds 
over the precipice and goes stumbling 
downward end over end, alighting upon 
the sharp-edged rocks at the bottom. 


Upon tho rocky floor the skeletons of 


six dogs were found Saturday by the old 
'quarrykeeper, who was roaming over 
the 'quarry. This ^discovery cleared up 
the dog mystery that has perplexed cit- 
izens of Jansen for some weeks. Soma 
very valuable rabbit dogs aro among 
the dead.
